In accordance with the conditions of NPDES Discharge Permit UT-0023540, Part
U - A-Z and Utah Mining Code Section 8L7.52(bXiXii), Utah Fuel Company F
herewith providing the required written notification of a failure to ggqply_ with
the maximum effluent limitations for total dissolved solids at the 001 discharge
point.

The problem occurred with the sample taken July 27, 1990, which had a TDS
concentration of 724 mlgn. This concentration exceeds the 700 m;gll lilnilsfitt
established in the current NPDES discharge permit but does not exceed the 1000
mgn Hmitation proposed in the draft copy-of the renewal permit. The laboratory
report was received on August 22, L990.
